A negro nan, between the ages of 
36 and 40 years was run down by a

Washington, April 9— Auatriu-llun- 
gary, ranging herself unreservedly 
with Germany, has severed diplomatic 
relations with the United Btatea, pre- 
clpltnting a situation which generally 
is expected here to load to war. 

Uaron Krlch Kwlodinok, (lie Aus- 
trian charge, asked the State De- 
partment today for passports for him- 
self, hia atafl and the Auatrlan consu- 
lar force in this country: and simul- 
taneously American Minister Stovall 
reported from Berne that Austria had 
announced the break In relations to 
the Amerloan embaasy In Vienna yes- 
terday. 

Immediately the Treasury Depart- 
ment ordered the seisure of all Aus- 
trian merchant ships In American har- 
bors. The Austrian crews were taken 
oil and American guards put on board 
The meaaure waa explained as purely 
one ot police caution, but it is realized 
that It may be interpreted by Austria 
aE an act of war. In a similar situa- 
tion after the break with Germany no 
ships were seized until a state of war 
actually bad been declared. 

Whether Bulgaria and Turkey arc 
preparing to follow suit itiH Is un- 
known, but officials generally believe 
that sooner or later they will do so. 
Both Bulgaria and Turkey arc be- 
lieved here to bo weary of the war, but 
German domination of the Central Eu- 
ropean alliance Is ezpeoted to drive 
them, aa It droTe Auatrla, to a break 
with Oermany's new enemy. 

Telegrams prepared a week ago in 
anticipation of the day's developments 
have been sent to American diplomatic 
and consular officials abroad instruct 
Ing them to wiad up their conduct of 
Entente Interests In Austria and of 
Austrian Interests In' Entente coun- 
tries. Spain win take over American L 
interests in Austria and Sweden will 
assume Austrian Interests here. 

Safe oonducta for the former Aus- 
trian offlciahi on their trlpa home will 
be sought at oaee (ram the Brttlah and 
French Governments. With them will 
go Count Tarnow Tarnowski, the new- 
ly-appointed Austrian Ambassador, 
who arrived in New York on the day 
Germany announced her campaign of 
ruthlessneaa, but whoee eredentlalB 
President Wilson haa refused to accept 
while negotiations proceeded to de- 
velop how fully the Vienna Govern- 
ment Indorsed the submarine policy of 
her alllea.

The respoMe which the nation will moke to the Pmident'i wordi 

to CongresB will be the more generous because it has had to wait so 
long for the opportunity to express itself. After nearly two years oL 
introspective attempt to evade facts which have multiplied in num- 
ber and in horror, the President has turned to the roiilties of tlu- en. 
and his address to Congreu states with accuracy the basis for the 
action which he urges and which the nation is ready to take. - 

The President's policy, as he outlined it, means tliat llic I'nit 
ed States becomes a full partner in the enterprise of war, ranging it 
self at the side of the Allies and, as Mr. Wilson says, co-operating 
with them in counsel and in action. 

We shall contribute to the war not only our money and our oth- 
er material considerations, but our ships and oUr men. We shall 
make complete common cause witii the Knglisli, the Italian, tli» 
French, the Belgian, the Russian, the Serbian, the Hoiuiumian and tht 
Montenegrin. The measure of our contribution Inay and probably 
will detennine the dtiration of the fighting. If wc can speedily tal;( 
our plaee in tlic thrntcr of oi)cra1ions. on Iniid and sen, witii an adr- 
quate force— and especially if we can do so within the fateful 12(i 
days which German spokesmen have set as the limit of their en- 
durance under ])resent conditions — we shall doulitless see a \wv- 
oeptiblc shortening of the period of warfare. Sueii a contribution 
is plainly implied in the President's suggestions to Congress; and 
such a contrilintion Cotifji'css should immediately provide for. 

By such H policy we shall not only assist in bringing this war to 
a closi, but wp shall assure and insure ourselves against a like ne- 
cessity for the future. Now is I he time to bulwark America for gen- 
erations to come. The President at last has realized what others 
haVe foreseen for more than two years ; and it is the duty of Con- 
gress and of the nation to see to It that his wise jind hravc words iiic 
speedily translated into cominensiuate action. The liepublicans in 
C5ngrc8s are pledged to this course hy the declarations of the Chi- 
cago platform; the Democrats will do well to forget the mushy plati- 
tudes which they adopted at St. Louis ; and all should now stand by 
the President as he forsakes phrnRPs and faces facts, tn the end that 
there ihall he no faltering, him or by anyone.
